Silver City, N. M., Dec. 
9.—Orders 
were received at F ort Bayard yester­ 
day, ordering out all rem aining cav­ 
alry a t th a t post to make forced m arch­ 
es across into Arizona to assist in the 
capturing of the band of renegade In­ 
dians th a t committed nine 
m urders 
near the San Carlos reservation last 
week. 
The troops left at once. 
The orders were accompanied by a 
report th a t the citizens’ posse which 
left Duncan, Ariz., immediately after 
the discovery of the murders, had run 
into the Indians near Clifton, Ariz., and 
th a t a fight had followed, in which one 
or more of the posse had been killed, 
and the order for moving the troops 
was for the purpose of closing in upon 
the band before the Mexican line could 
be reached. 
The posse was under the

of

brothers, 
skilled frontiersm en and Indian fight­ 
ers.

TROOPS ON THE TRAIL. 


In the 
Indians 
Have an 
Advantage 


Rough Country. 
Deming, N. M., Dec. a.—News from 
th e scene of the m urders in Arizona 
com m itted by renegade Apaches from 
th e San Carlos reservation states that 
the troops from F ort Bayard and F ort 
G rant are on the trail, and th at it leads 
to the line of old Mexico into the Sierra 
Madre m ountains, the stronghold of the 
renegades for years. 
By treaty, sol­ 
diers can pass the international bound­ 
ary to pursue the Indians, but the coun­ 
try is so rough and mountainous th at 
it is very im probable th at they will ever 
get w ithin a hundred miles of the m ur­ 
d erers. 
In all, six m urders are re­ 
ported, the first crim e being committed 
on last Monday on Eagle Creek, when 
th ree brothers named H inton and a man 
nam ed Searles were killed and horribly 
m utilated. 
On Tuesday a farm er 
nam ed M errill and his 16-year-old 
daughter were slain in the road, six 
m iles west of Ash Springs. 
The girl 
liad been outraged and the body was 
fearfully m utilated. 
A party of m iners 
from Duncan, Ariz., left in advance of 
,the soldiers, heavily arm ed and well 
m ounted, and at last accounts were fol­ 
low ing the Indians w ithin two hours. 
T he crim es do not indicate 
an 
out­ 
break or serious trouble, 
being 
the 
w ork of a few m urderous bucks, whose 
actions are condemned by the reserva­ 
tion Indians, who are contented.. 


W ILL F IG H T G R EA T BRITAIN. 


Intense Patriotic Sentiment Evinced by 
Venezuelans. 
W ashington, Dec. 9.—W ord • comes 
from Venezuela as to the excrem ent 
and 
patriotic 
enthusiasm 
over the 
boundary controversy with Great B rit­ 
ain. At Puerto Cabello a public m eet­ 
ing has been held, and subscriptions 
have been opened for the purchase of a 
torpedo boat for the defense of the har­ 
bor. 
At the City of Bolivar another 
subscription is being received by the 
Central Bank, citizens of all parts of the 
republic agreeing to contribute a stated 
sum weekly. 
At Caracas, the capital 
af Venezuela, a convention is to be held, 
probably this month, to consider the 
question of defense. 
No inform ation 
has been received at the Venezuelan le­ 
gation here of the contents of the note 
which it is reported has been received 
by the German M inister at Caracas for 
delivery to President Crespo, in which 
G reat B ritain demands $50,000,000 for 
the arrest by Venezuelans of “English­ 
men on English soil.”

ARMED INDIANS ARRESTED. 


Believed to Be the Murderers of Merrill 


and His Daughter. 
F o rt Grant, Ariz., Dec. 9.—The party 
of W hite M ountain Apache Indians who 
are m issing from their camp on the San 
Carlos reservation, and who are sup­ 
posed to have m urdered M errill and his 
daughter, 
near 
Solomonville, 
three 
days ago, were arrested and brought 
into San Carlos agency late Saturday 
n ig h t 
by a detachm ent 
of 
Captain 
B ell’s troops, of the Seventh cavalry, 
and the Indian police. The party con­ 
sisted of seven men 
and a 
boy, all 
m ounted and heavily armed, two of 
them carrying cavalry carbines th at 
fit the identical bullet which brought 
M errill and his daughter to their un­ 
tim ely end. The Indiana claim to have 
been hunting in the m ountains near 
F o rt Thomas, and the fifty miles from 
these m ountains to the Gila 
Bonita 
Valley, in which M errill and his daugh­ 
te r were killed, is only a step for these 
wily Apaches. They are being held un­ 
der guard at San Carlos for further in­ 
vestigation, but there is little doubt 
th a t Colonel Bell has the true m urder­ 
ers. 
Prom inent cattlem en

Thom as report having seen a party of 
six or seven Indians near the trail lead­ 
ing to the valley in which the killing 
took place. 


F»tal Railroad Accident at New York— 
Responsibility Not Placed. 
New York, Dec. 9.—Three men were 
killed and two more were injured in 
a railroad wreck yesterday on the New 
York and New Haven railw ay in H ar­ 
lem. The killed:

The location of the accident was at 
a short curve and no explanation of 
the responsibility for the trouble could 
be ascertained. 


Less is heard, however, of th e rum ors 
which were of frequent occurrence in 
the early period after the demand had 
been presented, th at the sultan had 
at length decided to grant th e neces­ 
sary firman to perm it the passage of 
the Dardanelles, or even th at he had 
actually issued it. 
N either is there 
such explicit announcem ent any more 
of the period which is to elapse before 
a movement of the w ar ships of the 
powers is to commence, to enforce the 
dem ands made upon the sultan. 
Since the return of H. R. S. Dryad to 
Salonica Bay, no word has been heard 
of any actual order or movement to ad­ 
vance upon the Dardanelles. 
Opinion 
continues divided as to w hether the de­ 
lay in taking any action to enforce the 
demands is due to a fear of causing a 
fanatical outbreak against the Chris-* 
flans by the M ussulman subjects of tho 
sultan or to a dread of a clash ensuing 
between the powers themselves. 
The 
flight of Said Pasha and his refuge in 
the B ritish embassy are the subject of 
the most sensational Interest, and the 
almost frantic efforts made by the sul­ 
tan to induce him to return to the 
Yildiz palace, indicate his fear either 
th a t he has lost his most powerful in­ 
term ediary that he could hope for be­ 
tween him self and the powers in evad­ 
ing the uncom fortable dem ands they 
make upon him or the most dangerous 
adversary he could fear having in coun­ 
sel with the powers. 
Explicit instructions were again re­ 
ceived yesterday by all the am bassa­ 
dors to insist on the admission of the 
guard ships, as has been stated, w ith­ 
out effecting any change in the situa­ 
tion. Russia’s hesitation has ceased. It 
is currently reported th at M. NelidofT, 
the Russian ambassador, has given the 
sultan the 
czar’s 
message, insisting 
upon the entry of the guard ships. 
A uthentic details have now been re­ 
ceived of the Sivas massacre. 
They 
show that the slaughter began on Nov. 
12, and continued for a week follow­ 
ing. It is known that 1,200 Arm enians 
and ten T urks were killed before there 
was a cessation of the bloody work- A 
high official in a position to know de­ 
clares th at the m assacres were the de­

geance for having been compelled to 
grant the reforms in Armenia dem and­ 
ed by the powers.

home at Lancaster. 
A fter his inau­ 
guration tomorrow it is stated th at he 
will be an im portant factor in the sen­ 
atorial contest th at Is pending before 
the legislature, and it is generally con­ 
ceded th at the governor-elect 
favors 
Congressman H unter, 
who 
managed 
the recent successful cam paign in the 
state for the Republicans. 


Relief tot Starving Armenians.,

TO AID CUBANS. 


Ae- 
Offer of a New York Syndicate, If 
cepted, Wilt End the War. 
New York, Dec. 9.—A syndicate of 
American capitalists has been formed 
in this city to aid the Cuban insurgents. 
To Marquis de Santa Lucia, president 
of the provisional republic, a repre­ 
sentative of the syndicate has made a 
proposition to lend the Cuban republic 
$15,000,000 contingent upon the recog­ 
nition of belligerency by the United 
States government. 
In exchange, the 
syndicate will accept $45,000,000 in Cu­ 
ban bonds, the same to be canceled 
from 
customs 
receipts 
im m ediately 
on the recognition by Spain of the Cu­ 
ban republic or a declaration of peace. 
The syndicate stipulates th at $10,000,- 
000 be expended in the purchase of mod­ 
ern w ar ships and m unitions of w ar; 
th at these vessels shall im m ediately 
proceed to capture and hold, in con­ 
n a tio n with land forces, some Cuban 
port to be hereafter agreed on, and 
th a t they, with the assistance of other 
men-of-war, whose purchase later may 
ae deemed advisable, shall prey on 
Spanish commerce and assum e an ag­ 
gressive policy which will bring this 
w ar to an early end.

Anxiety Felt for Sheriff Wight and His

It is not impossi­ 
ble th at the posse has been ambushed, 
bu t it would seem that, of nineteen, all 
would not be killed. If no news comes 
today another posse will probably go 
o ut. 
Six years ago a sheriff’s posse 
from Tuscon followed train robbers to 
Mexico and all were put into jail by the 
Mexican officials, and not heard from 
for ten days.

Tragedy Near Dexter, Iowa.

Hibbs home, four m iles northeast of 
Dexter, was the scene yesterday of a 
bloody tragedy. G rant Hibbs, aged 32 
j^ars, fired one shot at his wife, then 
turned the 38-calibre revolver and shot 
him self twice through the head. After
